THE LAWLESSNESS OF THE LAW 


The ex pert* of the Wickersham Commission 
who hav e been inv estigating cases in which the 
law became lawless hav e completed their re­ 
port. 
Their report has so much of dy namite 
in it that there is great reluctance on the part 
of some of the members of the commission to 
publish it 
There is a 
Rharp 
disagreement 
among the members just as there was ov er its 
earlier report on the prohibition enforcement. 
There has been a growing tendency on the 
part of law officials to get their man, law or no 
law. 
Highhanded methods 
hav e 
been 
used 
outside of the law to conv ict men who seemed 
inimical to public order. 
These methods hav e 
been justified on the grounds of public order, 
just as in the ease of the old v igilantes here in 
California. 
This may he necessary in a primi­ 
tiv e atate of society before gov ernment is firm­ 
ly established. 
But when society has estab­ 
lished traditions, and the machinery of the law 
is in orderly operation, it is little short of an­ 
archy on the part of law officials to go bey ond 
the law. 
N o one, and no group, should ev er be per­ 
mitted to use the law or it* machinery in any 
other than a perfectly legitimate manner, ev en 
under the most prov ocativ e conditions. 
The 
danger of such use of the law and its ma­ 
chinery is bound to run into injustice of the 
most offensiv e kind. 
All it needs is an arous­ 
ed public sentiment against some man or some 
group of men who are for the moment unpopu­ 
lar to inflict judgment upon innocent persons 
for which after generations will hav e to apolo­ 
gize. 
W e sincerely hope the report of the ex perts 
of the Wickersham Commission will be publish­ 
ed. 
A clearing of the atmosphere concerning 
many cases which hav e become celebrated will, 
in the future, prev ent further use of legal ma­ 
chinery to “ get” unpopular characters whose 
only offense may hav e been that they were 
ahead of their times or gav e ex pression to a 
perfectly justifiable protest. 


The circus is a distinctiv ely American insti­ 
tution. 
Nowhere has it made the popular ap­ 
peal that it has among us. 
Ostensibly intended 
for the children, many a grown-up has av ail­ 
ed himself of the joy of seeing the circus on 
the pica that he wanted to take the childreti. As 
a matter of fact, the eternal hoy in the man was 
manifest in the desire to take the children. 
A few day s ago a judge of a higher court 
in Maine adjourned his court at noon, frankly 
confessing that he wanted to go to the circus 
which happened to he in town. 
Fiv e div orce 
cases were on the docket, but the judge con­ 
cluded that these mismated couples might en­ 
dure 
their misery just a little longer. 
What 
was 
their misery compared to foregoing the 
pleasure of attending the circus? 
We rather like the attitude of this judge. 
Not that circuses 
are more 
important 
than 
court sessions but 
we admire the frankness 
of the man. 
It has been said that on the open­ 
ing day of the baseball season there are more 
dead grandmothers to he buried than 
on any 
other day of the y ear. 
It is one of the ex cuses 
that go with the boss when the clerk wants to 
go to the opening game of the season. 
This 
judge was more frank. 
W hy inv ent an ex cuse 
for adjourning court when there is no better 
ex cuse than the desire to go to that distinctiv e 
American institution, the circus?

THE VICE PRESIDENT'S PREDICA­ 
MENT 


There is certain dignity attached to the of­ 
fice of Vice-President of the United States be­ 
cause of the possibility that he who holds the 
office might succeed to the Presidency . 
But 
that dignity jnv olv es a huge ex pense. 
The 
] \ ice-President must keep up a social position 
commensurate with the dignity of the office. 
He must hav e liv ing quarters of which he 
should not be ashamed. 
When a man is v ery 
rich, there is no problem. 
But, when like Mr. 
Coolidge and Mr. Curtis, the office is held by 
men of slender means, it is a sev ere tax upon 
the salary of $12 ,000, if, indeed, the salary is 
sufficient to stand the strain. 
It now is shown that both Mr. Coolidge and 
Mr. Curtis accepted the generosity of hotel 
managements 
in 
getting 
apartments 
costing 
$15 0 a day for $10 a day . 
In the case of Mr. 
Lurtis it has been hinted that the concession 
was in return for a gov ernmental fav or giv en 
to the company which controls the hotel. 
Mr. 
j Curtis, of course, denies this. 
He say s that it 
' is no man’s business what he pay s for liv ing 
quarters, so long as it does not inv olv e political 
influence. 
This incident ex presses the need for a Vice- 
Presidential House. 
It will be recalled that 
such a house was offered to the Gov ernment 
by a priv ate indiv idual a few y ears ago. 
And 
Mr. Coolidge in one of his last messages sug­ 
gested to Congress the desirability of furnish­ 
ing such a house to the Vice-President, 
Thus 
far nothing has been done in the matter. 
It 
seems to us that the office should be recognized 
to the ex tent of furnishing suitable liv ing quar­ 
ters. 
The country can afford it. 
And the 
dignity of the Vice-Presidential office demands 
it. 


According to a picture taken after the Nau­ 
tilus was towed to the Irish coast, Sir Hubert 
Wilkins has adopted the Aimee Semple Mc­ 
Pherson comaraderie gesture. 
Probably that is 
quite all right.

In the end we shall find that the only answer to the Com­ 
munistic argument which conv inces ev ery body is a steady job at 
good pay .
